was first tried in the m unicipal court 
before Judge P atterson a few years 
ago, and the defendant found guilty 
of this dastardly crime. 
The supreme 
court gave him a new trial, on an ap­ 
peal from Judge Patterson. 
T he case 
was then tried in th e circuit, and the 
defendant again prom ptly convicted 
by a Rock county jury, and sent to 
the state prison for a term of years by 
Judge B ennett. 
T his decision of the 
circuit 
court 
was never reversed. 
But instead, Law yer Brooks by m eans 
of “ inflooence” got the defendant par­ 
doned out by the governor, so th a t in 
th a t way justice itself was reversed, 
and this 
m ost precious 
scoundrel 
Lee, alias Donovan, convicted by tw o 
intelligent and upright juries, escaped 
his ju st deserts. 
W ith the exception of an unim port­ 
a n t case grow ing out of an assault on 
the Salvation Army in Beloit, not a 
single crim inal case tried in Judge 
B ennett's court during th e last twelve 
years has been reversed by our su­ 
prem e court; 
and 
during th a t time

has 
tried 
a 
num ber 
of 
im portant 
m urder 
trials 
in 
Rock, Green and Jefferson counties. 
The g reat end of courts of justice is 
to protect society by punishing crime; 
and this 
circu it court record in th a t 
regard during the last tw elve years, 
is w ithout a parallel rn the judicial an ­ 
nals of the state. 
F irst on th e list of these cases said 
to have been reversed on appeals from 
Judge 
B ennett, are 
the 
cases of 
arm er against Sprague, th e city of 
Vond du Lac against 
Moore, Lutts 
against Rock county and Davis against 
I .he Chicago Sc N orthw estern railroad. 
These four im portant cases w ere tried 
before the late Hon. H S. Conger and 
taken 
to th e suprem e 
court from 
lis court. 
They w ere never in auy 
m anner or form before Judge Ben­ 
n ett; nor was he ever connected w ith 
them as attorney, w hen 
they were 
tried before Judge Conger, of ever 
blessed memory. 
And 
it does not 
seem entirely fair, even in a non-par 
flsan judicial cam paign, to charge to 
Judge B ennett cases th a t w ere tried 
before Judge Conger and Judge P at­ 
terson in order to swell th e percent 
age of cases reverse d. 
T here are also included in said list 
such cases as M cLimans against Lan 
caster, and B aker against M adison, in 
w hich th e juries gave th e plaintiffs to 
large dam ages for injuries caused by 
defective sidew alks; and the suprem e 
court sim ply directed th a t th e cases 
should be reversed, unless th e p lain t­ 
iffs w ould rem it about one-half of the 
verdict in each case. 
T his w as of 
course done; so th a t those tw o cases 
w ere th u s practically affirmed and end­ 
ed. 
Sim ilarly in th e case of Tucker 
against Grover, w here the suprem e 
court held th a t th e plaintiffs m ust 
throw off a few dollars interest, whuffi 
he was not justly entitled to, or the 
case would be reversed.

And by 
th e same process you and I have come 
to understand th a t this book is the 
footstep of a God. 
B ut now let us see w hether the Bible 
is a last year’s alm anac. 
Let us see 
w hether the church of God is in a Bull 
R un retreat, m uskets, 
canteens and 
haversacks strew ing all the way. The 
g reat E nglish historian, Sharon T u r­ 
ner, a m an of vast learning and of 
g reat accuracy, not a clergym an, but 
an attorney, as well as h historian, 
gives this overw helm ing statistic in 
regard to C hristianity and in regard 
to the num ber of C hristians in the dif­ 
feren t centuries.

u p in the follow ing centuries, while it 
is the usual com putation th a t there

Chris­ 
tianity! w hat a pity it has no friends. 
How lonesome it m ust be. 
Who will 
take it out of the poorhouse? 
Poor 
C hristianity! 
T hree hundred m illions 
in one century. 
In a few weeks of the 
y ear 1881 2,500,000 copies of the New 
T estam ent 
distributed. 
Why, 
the 
earth is like an old castle w ith tw enty 
gates and a park of artillery ready 
to th u n d er down every gate. 
Lay 
aside all Christendom and see how 
heathendom is being surrounded and 
honeycom bed and attacked by this all- 
conquering gospel. 
At the beginning 
of this century there were only 150 
m issionaries; 
now there 
are 25,000 
m issionaries and native helpers and 
evangelists. 
At the beginning of this 
century there w eie only 50,000 heathen 
converts; now there are 1,750,000 con­ 
verts from heathendom . 
There is not 
a sea coast on the planet but the b a t­ 
tery of th e gospel is planted and ready 
to m arch on, north, south, east, west. 
You all know th a t the chief w ork of 
an arm y is to p lan t the batteries. 
It 
m ay take m any days to p lan t the b a t­ 
teries, and they may do all their work 
in ten m inutes. 
These batteries are 
being planted all along the sea coasts 
and in all nations. 
It may take a good 
w hile to plan t them , and they may 
do all th eir w ork in one day. 
They 
will. 
N ations are to be born in one 
day. 
B ut ju st come back to Christen­ 
dom and recognize the fact th a t dur­ 
ing the last ten years as m any people 
have connected them selves w ith evan­ 
gelical churches as connected them ­ 
selves w ith the churches in the first 
fifty years of this century. 
So C hristianity is falling back, and 
the Bible, they say, is becom ing an 
obsolete book. 
I go into a court, and 
w herever I find a ju ic e 's bench or a 
clerk's desk, I find a Bible. 
Upon 
w hat book could there be uttered the 
solem nity of an oath? W hat book is 
a n t to be. put in the tru n k of th eyoung 


m an as he leaves for e?tv im*........ 
Bible. 
W hat shall I find in nine out 
of every ten homes in Brooklyn? 
The 
Bible. 
In nine out of every ten homes 
in Christendom? The Bible. 
V oltaire 
w rote the prophecy th a t the Bible in 
the nineteenth century would become 
extinct. 
The century is nearly gone 
and as there have been more Bibles 
published in the la tte r p art of- the cen­ 
tury than in the form er p art of the 
century, do you think the Bible will 
become extinct in the next six years? 
I have to tell you th a t the room in 
which V oltaire w rote th a t prophecy, 
not long ago was crowded from floor to 
ceiling 
w ith 
Bibles from 
Switzer­ 
land. 
Suppose 
the 
congress 
of 
the 
U nited 
States 
should 
pass 
a 
law 
th a t 
there 
should be no 
more Bibles printed in America, and no 
more Bibles read. 
If there are 40,- 
000,000 grow n people in the United 
States, there wrould be 40,000,u()0 people 
in an arm y to put down such a law 
and defend their rig h t to read the 
Bible. 
B ut suppose the congress of 
the U nited States should make a law 
against the reading of the publication 
of any other book, liowT many people 
w ould go out on such a crusade? Could 
you g et 40,000,000 people to go out and 
risk their lives in defense of Shake­ 
speare’s 
tragedies, 
or 
G ladstone’s 
tracts, or M acaulay’s history of Eng­ 
land? You know th a t there are a 
thousand men who would die in de­ 
fense of this book, w here there is not 
more than one m an who would die in 
defense of any other book. 
You try 
to insult my common sense by telling 
me the Bible is fading out from the 
world. 
I t is the m ost popular book of 
the century. 
How do I know it? 
I 
know 
it ju st 
as 
I know 
in 
regard 
to 
other 
books. 
How 
m any volumes of th a t book are pub­ 
lished? 
Well, you say, five thousand. 
How m any copies of th a t book are 
published? 
A 
hundred 
thousand. 
Which is the more popular? 
WTiy of 
course the one th a t has a hundred 
thousand circulation. 
And if 
this 
book has more copies abroad in the 
world, if there are five tim es as many 
Bibles abroad as any other book, does 
not th a t show you th a t the m ost pop­ 
ular book on the planet to-day is the 
Word of God? 
“Oh,” say people, “the church is a 
collection of hypocrites, and it is los­ 
ing its power and it is fading out from 
the w orld.” 
Is it? 
A bishop of the 
M ethodist church told me th a t th a t 
denom ination 
averages 
twro 
new 
churches 
every 
day of 
the year. 
T here are a t least fifteen hundred new 
Christian churches built in America 
every year. 
Does th a t look as though 
the church were fading out, as though 
I it were a defunct institution? 
W hich 
I institution stands nearest the hearts 
' of the people of America to-day? 
I do 
not care in w hat village or in w hat 
I city, or w hat neighborhood you go. 


J W hich institution is it? 
Is it the post­ 
office? Is it the hotel? Is it the lectur- 
I ing hall? Ah, you know it is not. j 


i You know th a t the institution w hich j 


I stands nearest the hearts of the Ameri- j 
i can people is the C hristian church. 
If | 
i you have ever seen a church burn ! 
down, you have seen thousands of 
] people standing and looking a t it— J 
people wTlio never go into a church— , 
| the tears raining down th eir cheeks. ;

You may talk about the church be- ; 
! ing a collection of hypocrites, but 
| w hen the diphtheria sweeps your chil- j 
dren ojf, whom do you send for? The j 
postm aster? the attorney-general? the J 
A a*er' 
hotel keeper? alderm an? 
No, 
you j 
send for a m inister of this Bible relig- J 
ion. 
And if you have not a room in 1 
your house for the obsequies, w hat 
building do you solicit? 
Do you say: j 
“Give me the finest room in the hotel?” I 
Do you say: 
“Give me th a t theater?” j 
Do you say: 
“Give me a place in th a t 
public building, w here I can lay my 
dead for a little w hile until we say a 
prayer over it?” 
No; you say: 
“Give 
us the house of God.” 
And if there is 
a song to be sung a t the obsequies 
w h at do you w ant? 
W hat does any­ 
body w ant? The M arseillaise hym n? 
God Save the Queen? Our own grand 
national air? 
No. 
They w ant the 
hym n w ith which they sang th eir old 
Christian m other into her last sleep, 
or they w ant sung th e Sabbath school 
hym n w hich th eir little girl sang the 
last Sabbath afternoon she was out 
before she got th a t aw ful sickness 
w hich broke your heart. 
I appeal to 
your common sense.' You know the 
m ost endearing in stitution on earth, 
the m ost popular institution on earth 
to-day, is the church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 
The infidels say: 
“ Infidelity shows J 
its successes from the fact th a t it is ! 


a m an jum p overboard from a Cunara 
steam er he m akes more excitem ent 
than all the five hundred people th a t 
stay on the decks. 
B ut the fa<i*t th at 
he jum ps overboard—does th a t stop 
the ship? 
Does th a t w reck the five 
hundred passengers? 
It m akes great 
excitem ent w hen a man jum ps from 
the lecturing platform , or from the 
pulpit, into infidelity; but does th a t 
keep the Bible and the church from 
carrying th eir m illions of passengers 
into the skies? 
They say, these men, th a t science is 
overcom ing religion in our day. 
They 
look through the spectacles of the in­ 
fidel scientists, and they say: 
“ It is 
impossible th a t this book can be true; 
people are finding it out; the Bible has 
got to go overboard; science is going 
to throw it overboard.” 
Do you be­ 
lieve th a t the Bible account of the ori­ 
gin of life w ill be overthrow n by in­ 
fidel scientists who have fifty different 
theories about the origin of life? If 
they should come up in solid phalanx, 
all agreeing on one sentim ent and one 
theory, perhaps C hristianity m ight be 
damaged; b u t there are not so many 
differences of opinion inside tile church 
as outside the church. 
People used to 
say, “there are so many different de 
nom inations 
of 
C hristians—th a t 
shows 
there 
is 
nothing 
in 
re­ 
ligion.” 
I have to 
tell 
you th a t 
all denom inations agree on the two or 
three or four radical doctrines of the 
Christian religion. 
They are unani­ 
mous in regard to Jesus Christ, and 
they are 
unanim ous in 
regard to 
the 
divinity 
of 
the 
scrip­ 
tures. 
How 
is 
it 
on the other 
side? 
All split up, you can not find 
tw o of them alike. 
Oh, it m akes me 
sick to see these literary fops going 
along w ith a copy of Darwin under 
one arm and a case of transfixed grass­ 
hoppers and butterflies under the other 
arm, telling about the “survival of the 
fittest,” and H uxley's protoplasm , and 
the nebular hypothesis. 
The fact is, 
th a t some natu ralists ju st as soon as 
they find out the difference between 
the feelers of a .vasp and the horns of 
a beetle, begin to patronize the Al­ 
m ighty; w hile \gassiz, glorious Agas­ 
siz, who never made any pretension 
to 
being a Christian, 
puts 
both 
his feet on th e doctrine of evolu­ 
tion, and says: 
“I 
see th a t many 
of the natu ralists of our day are adopt­ 
ing facts which do not bear observa­ 
tion, or have not passed under observa­ 
tion. ” 
These men w arring w ith each 
other: 
D arwin 
w arring 
against 
Lam arche, W allace w arring against 
Cope, even Herschel denouncing Fer­ 
guson. 
They do not agree about any­ 
thing. 
They do not agree on em bry­ 
ology, do not agree on the gradation of 
the species. 
W hat do they agree on? 
Herschel w rites a whole chapter on the 
errors of astronom y. La Place declares 
th a t the moon was not put in the rig h t 
place. 
He says th a t if it had been put 
four tim es farth er from the earth than 
it is now there would be more harm ony 
in the universe; but Lionville comes 
up ju st in time to prove th a t the moon 
was put in the right place. 
How 
m any colors woven into the light? 
Seven, says Isaac Newton. Three, says 
David 
Brewster. 
How high is the 
Aurora Borealis? 
Two and a half 
miles, says Bias. 
One hundred and 
sixty-eight miles, says Tw ining. 
How 
far is the sun from the earth? Seventy- 
six m illion miles, says Laealle. Eighty- 
two m illion miles, says Humboldt. 
N inety m illion miles, say's Henderson. 
One hundred and four m illion miles, 
Only a little difference of 
tw enty-eight m illion miles! 
All split 
up am ong them selves—not agreeing 
on anything. 
They come and say that 
the churches of Jesus Christ are di­ 
vided on the great doctrines. All united 
they are,in Jesus Christ, in the divinity 
of the scriptures; while they 
come 
up 
and propose 
to 
render their 
verdict, 
no tw o of 
them 
agree 
on th a t verdict. 
“Gentlem en of the 
jury, have you agreed on a verdict?” 
asks the court or the clerk of the jury 
as they come in after having spent the 
whole n ight in deliberating. 
If the 
jury say, “ Yes, we have agreed,” the 
verdict is recorded; b u t suppose one of 
the jurym en says, “I think the man 
was guilty of m urder,” and another 
j says, “I think he was guilty of m an­ 
slaughter in the second degree,” and 
another m an says, 
“ I think he was 
guilty of assault and battery w ith 
intent to kill,” the judge would say, 
“ Go back to your room and bring in a 
verdict; agree on som ething; th a t is no 
verdict. ” 
Here these infidel scientists have 
em paneled them selves as a jury to 
decide this trial between infidelity',

mons preached throughout these cities 
and throughout the land to-day. 
It 
will be so in Chicago,so in New Orleans, 
so in Charleston, so in Boston, so in 
Philadelphia, so everywhere. 
I know 
the tract societies are doing a grand 
and glorious work, b u t I tell you there 
is no power on earth to-dayT equal to 
the fact th a t the American printing- 
press is taking up the sermons which 
are preached to a few’ hundred or a 
few thousand people, and on M onday 
m orning and Monday evening, in the 
m orning and evening papers, scatter­ 
ing th a t tru th to the millions. 
W hat 
a thought it is! 
W hat an encourage­ 
m ent for every Christian man! 
Besides that, have you noticed th a t 
during the past few years every one of 
the doctrines of the Bible came under 
discussion in the secular press? 
Do 
you not rem em ber a few years ago— 
when every paper in the United states 
had an editorial on the subject: 
“ Is 
there such a thing as future punish­ 
m ent?” 
It wras the strangest thing 
th a t there should be a discussion in 
the secular papers on th a t subject, but 
every paper in the United States and 
in Christendom discussed: 
“ Is there 
such

thing 
as 
retribution?”

know there wTere 
sm all w its who 
made sport of the discussion, but there

L et a man 
to-day declare him self antagonistic to 
the Christian religion and w hat city 
w ants him for mayor, w hat state w’ants 
him for governor and w hat nation 
w’ants him for president or for king? 
Let a man openly proclaim him self the 
enemy7- of our glorious C hristianity 
and he can not get a majority' of votes 
in any state, in any city', in any coun­ 
ty'. in any w ard of America. 
Do y’ou think th a t such a scene could 
be enacted now' as w'as enacted in the 
days of Robespierre, w hen a shameless 
woman was elevated as a goddess, and 
was carried in a golden chair to a 
cathedral where incense was burned 
to her and people bowed down before 
her as a divine being, she taking the 
place of the Bible and God Almighty', 
w'hile in the corridor of th a t cathedral 
w'ere enacted such scenes of drunken­ 
ness and debauchery and obscenity as 
have never been w itnessed?

They have u tterly exhausted 
their am m unition in the b attle against 
the church and against the scriptures 
while the sw'ord of the Lord A lm ighty 
is as keen as it ever was. 
We are just 


was not an intelligent man on earth 
who, as the result of th a t discussion, 
did not ask 
him self the question: 
“W hat is going to be my eternal des­ 
tiny?” 
So it w’as in regard to T yn­ 
dall’s prayer gauge. 
About twelve 
y'ears ago y’ou rem em ber the secular 
papers discussed that, and w ith just 
as much earnestness as the religious 
papers, and there was not a man in 
Christendom w'ho did not ask himself 
the question: 
“ Is there anything in 
prayer? 
May the creature im press the 
Creator?” 
Oh, w hat a mighty' fact, 
w hat a glorious fact, the secular p rin t­ 
ing press and the pulpit of the church 
of Jesus Christ harnessed in the same 
team.

Then you notice a more significant 
fact, if you have talked w ith people on 
the subject, th a t they are getting dis­ 
satisfied w ith philosophy and science 
as a m atter of comfort. 
They say it 
does not am ount to anything when 
you have a dead child in the house. 
They tell you, w hen they were sick 
and the door of the future seemed 
opening, the only com fort they could 
find was in the gospel. 
People are 
having dem onstrated all over the land 
th a t science and philosophy can not 
solace the trouble and woes of the 
w orld, and they w ant some other reli­ 
gion, and they are taking Christianity, 
the only sym pathetic religion th a t ever 
came into the world. 
You ju st take 
your scientific consolation into th a t 
room where a m other has lost her 
child. 
Try in th a t case your splendid 
doctrine of the “survival of the fittest.” 
Tell her th a t child died because it was 
not w orth as much as the other chil­ 
dren. 
T h at is your “survival of the 
fittest.” 
Go to th a t dying m an and 
tell him to pluck up courage for the 
future. 
Use 
your 
transcendental 
phraseology upon him. 
Tell him he 
ought to be confident in “ the g reat to 
be,” and the “everlasting now,” and 
the “eternal w h at-is-it” 
Ju st try 
your transcendentalism and y'our phi­ 
losophy and your science on him. 
Go 
to th a t widowed soul, and tell her 
it was a geological 
necessity th a t 
her 
com panion 
should 
be 
taken 
away' from her, ju st as in the course 
of 
the w orld’s history 
the m ega­ 
therium had to pass out of existence; 
and then you go on in your scientific 
consolation until you get to the sub­ 
lime fact th a t fifty m illion y'ears from 
now we ourselves may be scientific ! 
specimens on a geological shelf, petri­ 
fied specim ens of an extinct hum an 
race. 
And after you have got all 
through w ith your consolation, if the 
poor afflicted soul is not crazed by it, 
I will se nd forth from this church the 
plainest Christian we have, and w ith 
one half hour of prayer and reading 
of scripture promises, the tears w ill 
be wiped away, and the house from 
floor to cupola will be flooded w ith 
the calmness of an Indian summer sun­ 
set.

and tw o m ake four as th a t the Lord God 
Almighty’ made this world and for 
man, the sinner, he sent his only be­ 
gotten Son to die. 
I put on the w itness stand to testify' 
in behalf of C hristianity the Church on 
earth and all the Church in heaven. 
Not fifty, not a thousand, not a mil­ 
lion, but all of the Church on earth 
and all the redeemed in heaven. 
You tell me .lames A. Garfield was 
inaugurated President of the United 
States on the 4th of March, 1*81. How 
do I know it! 
You tell me there were

Whose testimony’ w ill you take? 
You 
will not take my testim ony. 
You say, 
“ You know nothing about it, you were 
not there; let us have the testim ony of 
the tw enty thousand 
persons who 
stood before the capitol and heard 
th a t m agnificent 
inaugural.” 
Why 
of course 
th a t 
is as 
your 
com- 
mon-sense dictates. 
Now, here are 
soiii‘> men who say they have never 
seen Christ crowned in the heart, and 
they do npt believe it is ever done 
T heie is a group of men who say' they 
hai'6 never heard the voice of Christ, 
they have never heard the voice of 
God. 
They do not believe it ever 
transpired, or was ever heard—th a t 
anything like it ever occurred. I point 
to twenty’, a hundred thousand or a 
m illion people who say, “Christ was 
crowned in our heart's affections, we 
have seen him and felt him in our soul, 
and we have heard his voice; we have 
heard it in storm and darkness: we 
have heard it again and again.” Whose 
testim ony will you take? These men, 
who say they have not heard the voice 
of Christ, have not seen the coronation; 
or will you take the thousands and 
m illions of Christians who testify of 
w hat they' saw w ith their own ey’es 
and heard w ith their own ears?
